trouble. The phrase, used by one cabinet 
officer, that he had no doubt the firing at 
the Tennessee’s boat was a “ friendly 
shot,” was characterized as a rather ex- 
treme and certainly novel view. Just 
what a friendly shot is has not been ex- 
plained. 


IRISH NEWSPAPERS MAY BE 
SUPPRESSED AS SEDITIOUS. 


House of Commons Takes Up Cam- 
paign of Sinn Fein Journals 


Against Recruiting.

“LONDON, Nov. 19.—The house of com- 
mons’ discussed torfight the seditious 
campaign of obscure Sinn Fein newspa- 
pers in Ireland against recruiting. which 
has caused. much comment in England. 
John Redmond and other Irish nationalist 
leaders have already disowned the acts 
of this organization. 

An extract was read from the newspa- 
per Irish Volunteer urging Irishmen to 
cut the last tie with Great Britain, whose 
downfall would alone secure a glorious, 
happy Ireland.

norance of the finances or organtzation of 
the Irish Volunteer, which he had not 
seen. He said he would certainly not al- 
low such matter as it printed to be circu- 
lated. 

John Redmond, the Irish leader, de- 
clared that paper was in nowise connected 
with. the Irish national volunteers. 


APPEALS FOR WAR AID 
HELP HOME CHARITIES. 
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Walter S. Brewster Says Many/ 


New Names Appear on Chicago 
List for Relief of Needy.

Appeals for foreign relief have stim- 
ulated Chicagoans to support the local 
charities, in the opinion of Walter S. 
Brewster of the United Charities. Mr. 
Brewster believes the light thrown on 
foreign conditions was reflected in the 
local situation, with the result that many 
new names appear on the roll of con- 
tributors to the United Charities. 

Mr. Brewster was speaking particularly 
of the Belgian food relief fund. The 
eccemmittee, which met yesterday at the 
Union League club, expects to obtain 
$250,000 in Chicago, of which $40,000 al- 
ready has been collected. Among the 
members of the committee is Gov. Dunne, 
who sent a letter in which he said:

FAMOUS SURGEONS INVENT 
POWDER TO STOP BLEEDING. 


Swiss Professor and Assistant Send 
Large Quantities of “‘Coagulen” 
to French and Germans. 


GENBVA, Switzerland, Nov. 19.—A 
preparation which, it is said, will stop 
almost instantly the flow of blood from a 
wound has been invented by Prof. Theor- 
dor Kocher of Berne. who was awarded 
the Nobel prize for surgery in 1912, and 
his assistant, Dr. A. Fonce. The new 
preparation is called coagulen. 

It is in the form of a powder and is dis- 
solved in water before being applied to a 
wound. The discoverers of coagulen have 
made a gift of their invention to the 
armies in the field and have sent large 
quantities of the powder to the surgical 
headquarters of both the German and 
French armies. 

The discovery is regarded by medical 
men here as likely to save the lives of 
thousands of soldiers, since it can be ap- 
plied by untrained hands, so that the 
wounded man himself or his comrade 
might use the solution. 


HONORS AMERICAN WOMAN.

Washington, D. C., Nov. 19.—Official an-

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Germans Abandon Infantry At- 
- tacks; Hope to Shell Allies. 
Out of Trenches,

LONDON, Nov. 19:—Asgault after as- 
sault on the part of ghe German army in 
Flanders and France having failed, the 
kaiser is bringing up more big gune in 
an effort to shell the British and French 
forces from their intrenched positions. 

Tt is understood here that this plan 
has been adopted because many of the 
German soldiers in this district have been 
moved to the east to aid in holding back 
the advancing Russians. 


Fighting for 35 Days. 

The battle in this district has been in 
progress thirty-five days without ma- 
terial gain on either side. 

It has become an artillery duel because 
the infantry has been unable within the 
last few Gays to operate successfully over 
the muddy ground and also because of 
the extended area which the allies have 
flooded between the coast and Dixmude. 

There appears to have been a lull in the 


| fighting today, for the official communica- 


tion tonight from Paris contains only one 
sentence: 

“The.day has been particularly calm. 
There is nothing to report.”’ 

The official war bulletin of the after- 
noon describes the fighting of yesterday. 
It tells of increased activity in artillery 
fire, particularly between the sea coast 
and the Riverys. There were no infantry. 
attacks in this region. 


French War Bulletin. 

The text of the communication follows: 
“On the north yesterday was marked 
by a renewal of activity on the part of 
the enemy’s artillery, particularly be- 
tween the sea coast and the Lys. There 
were no infantry attacks in this regioa. 

* Between the Oise and the Aisne the 
operations in the vicinity of Tracy-le-Val 
had a termination favorable for our 
troops. It will be remembered that we 
took possession of this village several 
days ago. The day before yesterday the 
Germans endeavored to recapture it. 
“After having captured our first 
trenches they succeeded in making their 
way as far as the central square of the 
village. Here, however, a vigorous coun- 
ter attack delivered by our Algerian con- 
tingents drove the enemy back, wrested 
from him all the ground we had lost, and 
inflicted on him heavy losses. 
“In the Argonne we have maintained 
our position. Along the rest of the front 
there is nothing new to report.” 


German Point of View. 
BERLIN, Nov. 19.—A German official 
communication given out in Berlin today 
Says: 

“ The situation in West Flandersand im 
the north of France ts unchanged. 
“A German aviation squadron encoun- 


tered some of the enemy's aviators while 


making a reconnoitering flight aad 
caused them to descend, one of them fall- 
ing. One of our flying machines is miss- 
ing. 

** A flerce French attack in the region of 
Sarvon, on the western siopes of the A» 
gonne forest, was repuised with heavy 
loss to the enemy. Our losses were small.” 

Winter Supplies for Army. 

PARIS, Nov. 19.—Since the first cold 
days the ministry of war has sent to 
the front everything the soléfers need 
for the winter. Exclusive of private gifts 
the ministry has sent 1,736,000 blankets, 
1,100.000 small tents, 1,€83.000 sweaters, 
1,494,000 flannel belts. 1.469 000 pairs of 
woolen socks, and 904,000 gloves and muf- 
flers. 


U. S. BELGIUM RELIEF BODY 
OPENS NEW YORK OFFICES. 


Official Declares 500,000 Tons of 
Food Must Be Shipped to Starv- 
ing People This Winter. 


New York, Nov. 19.—The American com- 
mission for relief in Belgium, which was 
formed by Ambasasdor Walter Hines 
Page in London soon after it became ap- 
parent famine was impending, has opened 
offices and hired dock space in New 
York. The commission announced today 
that it was ready to ship provisions in 
any quantity straight through to Bel- 
gium. 

Already 17,000 tons of food have been 
sent acroes the sea and distributed with 
the help of the German military authori- 
ties, 30,000 tons are now afloat, and the 
commission announced today that 40,000 
tons more were in sight. 

Lindon W. Bates, American vice chair- 
man of the commission, said today: 

“In spite of the efforts of the Belgian 
relief commission, the Rockefeller foun- 
dation, and many other organizations at 
work in the west, Belgium cannot be fed 
at this pace. American members of the 
commission declare we must send at least 
a half million tons of food this winter.” 


BRITISH IN PERSIAN GULF. 


Drive Out 4,500 of Enemy on Shat- 
El-Arat River—Capture Guns 
and Prisoners. 


LONDON, Nov. 19.—The official pres- 
bureau has issued the following report 
from the general commanding force op- 


the Persian gulf: 

“On Nov. 17 our troops drove out of an 
entrenched position gbout 4,500 of the en- 
emy, capturing two guns and many pris- 
oners, camp equipment, and ammunition. 

“Our. casualties were three officers 
killed and fifteen wounded and in the 
rank and file thirty-five men were killed 
and about 300 wounded.”

Baptism of Fire—A Cavalry Subaltern’s a 


LONDON, Nov. 8.—The following let- 
ter, characteristic of the pluck and cheer- 
fulness of the young British officer, has 
been received from a cavalry subaltern 
at the front: 

Oct. 27.~Your two boxes of cigarets 
were heaven. We've been in the trenches 
two days and nights, but no excitements, 
except a good dose of shrapnel three 
times a day, which does one no harm and 
rather relieves the monotony. I’ve got 
my half troop, twelve men, in this trench 
in a root fleld, with the rest of the squac- 
ron about 100 yards each sice of us, and 
a farmhouse, half knocked down by 
shells, just behind. We get our rations 
sent up once a day in the dark, and two 
men creep out to cook tea in the quiet 
intervals. Tea is the great mainstay on 
service, just asit wason maneuvers. The 
men are splendid, and as happy as school- 
boys, and we've got plenty of straw at the 
bottom of the trench, which is better than 
any feather bed. We only had one pelt- 
ing night, and we've hed three or four fine 
days. We have not seen any German in- 
fantry from this trench—only one patrol 
and a sniper ortwo. Their guns, too, are 
out of sight, but hardly a mile away. 


" ~~? 

Our first day’s real close up fighting 
was the 19th. We cavalry went on about 
a day and a half in front of the infantry. 
We got into a village, and our advanced 
patrols started fighting hard, with a cer- 
tain amount of fire from everywhere in 
front of us. Our advanced patrols gairex 
the first group of houses, and we )jo!ned 
them. Firing came from a farm in front 
of us, and then a man came out of it and 
waved a white flag. I yelled, ‘ Two hun- 
dred; white flag; rapid fire.” But — 
wouldn't let us fire. Then the squadron 
advanced across the root fields towards 
the farm (dismounted, in open order), and 
they opened a sharp fire on us from the 
farm. We took three prisoners in the 
roots and retired to the houses. again. 
That was our first experience of the white 
flag dodge; we lost two killed and one 
wounded. 


_ 
Then I got leave to make a dash across 
a field, for another farm where they 
were sniping at us. I could only get 
half way, my sergeant was killed, ani 
my corporal hit. We lay down; luckily 
it was high roots and we were out of 
sight, but they had fairly got our range, 
and the bullets kept knocking up the 
dirt into one’s face and al] round. We 
just lay doggo for about half an ‘hour 
and then the fire slackened, and we 
crawled back. 
I was pleased with my troop under 
bad fire. They used the most awful lan- 


guage, talking quite quietly, and laugh- 
ing all the time, even after the men 
were knocked over within a yard of 
them. I longed to be able to say that 
I iiked it, after all one has heard about 
being under fire for the first time.. But 
it is beastly. I pretended to myseif 
for a bit that I liked it, but it was no 
good. But when one acknowledged that 
it was beastly, one became all right again 
and cool. 


~o- 

After the firing had sliacked we ad- 
vanced again a bit, into the next grotip 
of houses, the edge of the village proper. 
I can’t tell you how muddling it is. 
We did not know which was our front, 
we did not know if our own troops had 
come round us on the flanks, or whether 
they had stopped behind and were firing 
into us. And besides, a lot of German 
Snipers were left in the houses we had 
come through, and every now and then 


‘bullets came singing by from God knows 


where. Four of us were talking in the 
road when about a dozen bullets came 
with a whistle. We all dived for the 
nearest door, and fell over each other, 
yelling with laughter. -—— said, ‘‘ Ihave 
a bullet through my best new Sandon 
twillette breeches."’ We looked, and he 
had; it had gone clean through. He 
didn't tell us till two days after that 
it had gone through him, too; but there 
it was, like the holes you make to blow 
an egg only about four inches apart. 

We stopped about two hours. Then 
the cavairy regiment on our left retired. 
Then we saw a lot of Germans among 
the fires they had lit [they set the houses 
on fire to mark their line of advance]. 
They were running from house to house. 
We were told not to fire, for fear of our 
own people on the other side. Then 
came a lot. of them, shouting and sing- 
ing and advancing down the street, 
through the burning houses. One felt 
a peculiar hatred for them. We heard 
afterwards that there was a division of 
infantry, at first we thought there were 
only a few patrols.

We retired about two miles and dis- 
mounted for action. Soon they began 
to come up from three sides, and we 
retired again. They were pretty close, 
advancing higgledy-piggledy across the 
fields and firing. They shot abominably 
[nothing like the morning, from the 
houses, when they had al! the ranges 
marked to a yard]. We lost only about 
twenty -horses, no men killed. ‘“ Hell- 
fire Herbert ’’ got his horse shot. under 
him when they were within about 200 
yards. He was next troop in front uf 
me. He suddenly got complete “ fou- 
rires"* when he saw me. I got him a 
spare horse and he was still laughing and 
cursing them with a sort of triumph. We 
only trotted away. <A man in my troop 
kept touching his cap to the Germans

Strategy Being Put to Test.

Russian troops from their advance upou 
Cracow and distract attention from the 
efforts of the Germans to establish a 
strongly fortified defensive line from Ka- 
lisz to Cracow. 

This plan also is calculated by the mili- 
tary authorities to relieve the German 


troops in East Prussia now giving way 


along the entire line by rendering a Rus 
sian further advance untenable. 


Russians Driving on Cracow. 

Despite this German demonstration the 
converging lines of the Russian advance 
on the Austrian fortress of Cracow are 
steadily progressing, the Russians say. 


having now crossed the last river and 
reached within twenty-five miles of that 


point. The Austrians are stubbornly con- 
testing the Russian offensive and are tak- 


ing advantage of every creek and hillock 


in any way available for defense. 

The Russian troops form two fronts 
one facing Cracow and the other facing 
the Carvathian mountains, where yester 
day they reoccupied the approaches ty 
two of the most important passes intu 
Hungary. 


Russian Officer Explains Campaign. 


THE HAGUE, Nov. 19.—A Russian staf 
officer passing through here had this: to 
say as to the cause of the present German 
success in Poland: 

“The Russian cavalry swarmed after 


the retreating Germans, and when the 
Germans suddenly stopped the Russian

Wellington. 
BURIAL AT ST. PAUL. 


‘LONDON, Nov. 19.—A flag draped coffin 
bearing the remains of Field Marsha! 
Lord Roberts rests tonight in a crypt in 
St. Paul’s cathedral, where it is to be in- 
terred alongside those of. Wellington, Nel- 
son, Wolseley, and other famous Britons. 

It is just sixty-two years ago today that 
the body, of the Duke of Wellington was 
interred there, and until today that fu- 
nera!l was the last one of a national hero 
which was attended by England’s ruler. 

King George was not in the procession | 
as Lord Roberts’ body, borne on @ gun 
carriage, moved siowly through the 
streets of London to its last resting place. 
He drove from Buckingham palace direct 
to the cathedral, which he reached shortly 
before the arrival of the cortége. 

Lord Kitchener, secretary for war; Ad- 
miral Lord Charles Beresford, Lord Gren- 
fell, Admiral Sir E. H. Seymour, Sir Eve- 
lyn Wood, and other prominent naval and 


army officers followed the caisson bearing 


the flag draped coffin through poote streets 
of the city. 
Indians Head Corteire. 
Preceding the caiseon was eae battery of 
Indian artillery, given this place of honor 


because of Lord Roberts’ lifelong devo-- 


tlon to the king’s Indian troops. His 
final visit to France was for the purpose 
of welcoming the Indian contingents and 
looking after their needs. 

The streets were lined with troops, 
while hundreds of thousands of civilians 
stood with bared heads ina cold rain as 
the funeral cortége went by. | 

Long before the time fixed for the fu- 
neral services the vast cathedral was 
filled. The strains of the Dead March 
from “ Saul,"’ accompanied by the boom- 
ing of gune, announced finally to the 
waiting congregation the approach of 
the funeral procession. 


King Olad in Khaki. 

The bishop of London then ushered in 
King George, who was attired tn khaki, 
the workaday uniform of a field marshal, 
as were all of the active officers in at- 
tendance, including Lord Kitchener. The 
congregation comprised representatives 
of the diplomatic service and men well 
known in the arts, in science ané litera- 
ture, in the learned professions, in the 
church, and on the. stage. 

The service, which was extremely brief, 
hed been especially shortened in view of 
the preliminary services at the Roberts 
home at Ascot. The last act after the 
blessing had been given by the archbishop 
of Canterbury was the proclamation of 
the late field marshal’s titles by the Gar- 
ter king at arms. Then followed Cho- 
pin’s Funeral March, and as the trum- 
peters of the Royal artillery sounded 
“taps” the vast audience slowly dis- 
persed. 

Lord Roberts died from natural causes 
last week at the headquarters of the 
British army in France, He wae82 years 
old. The body was returned to England 


yesterday and last night it lay in his | 


late residence at Ascot, where brief serv- 
ices, attended by Lady Roberts and her 
daughters, were held. This morning the 
coffin was brought to London for the 
public funeral.

Adjust + Misunderstanding 
Over Priests and Nuns 
in Vera Cruz. 


WILL LEAVE ON NOV. 23. 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Washington, D. C., Nov. 19.—[Special.} 
—Confusion over the question whether 
the United States government or organi- 
zations affiliated with the Catholic 
church were to bring away from Vera 
Cruz the refugee priesjs and nuns there 
was cleared away this afternoon by an 
order from Acting Secretary of War 
Breckinridge to Gen. Funston to give 
traneportation to all of the clerical ref- 
ugees who desired it. 

This action followed telegraphic cor- 
respondence between the Rev. Francis C. 
Kelley, president of the Catholic Church 
Extension Society of Chicago, and Secre- 
tary Garrison, and between the war de- 
partment and Gen. Funston. It developed 
that there had been a misunderstanding 
of the situation, which was finaly dis- 
posed of by the order to Gen. Funston 
today. 


Government Aid Refused. 

Last week, when it was decided to evac- 
uate Vera Cruz on the twenty-third, Sec- 
retary Garrison ordered Gen. Funston to 
bring to Galveston all the refugees who 
cared to come on thg chartered trans- 
port San Marcos. | 

Gen, Funston reported, however, that 
when he had informed the priest at Vera 
Cruz who was looking out for the in- 
terests of the refugees of the offer of the 
United States he was informea that the 
refugees did not care to go on the San 
Marcos, as arrangements had been made 
by the Catholic Church Extension society 
to bring them to Galveston on a commer- 
‘cial vessel.

On our left, pro@ed- 
ings were started with the usual heavy 
sheiling, and the Germans again resumed 
the offensive in the afternoon south of 
the Menin-Ypres road, with a similar re- 
sult to that obtained on the previous 


Gay. They penetrated our line at one or 
two points, but soon were driven out. 

“ Farther to the south the French made 
en attack near Wytschaete and gained 
some ground. In the afternoon our left 
center was subjected to shelling alone, 
and in our center Armentieres was sub- 
jected to similar treatment. 

“During the day Bethune was bom- 
barded by the enemy, who continued to 
devote his attention to the towns, vil- 
lages, and roads in the rear of our line, 
rather than to the trenches themselves, 


Allies Undaunted by Failures. 

*On Sunday, the fifteenth, on our left, 
east of Ypres, a well conducted counter 
attack w.s carried out against that}por- 
tion of the line occupied by the enemy 
on the previous day. Two attempts al- 
ready had failed, when at 5:30 a. m. a 
gun was brought up to within 300 yards 
range. After four rounds had been fired 
a party succeeded in carrying the posi-

‘ On the southeast of Ypres, between 
Hollebeke and Wytschaete, there was 
seme hard fighting, In which the French 
held their ground. On our left center 
nothing occurred beyond the usual shell- 
ing. In the center we bombarded the 
enemy with howitzers, with the result 
that the defenders bolted from the posi- 
tion and were caught by the fire of our 
machine guns as they retired.

Supposed U. S. Had Refused Aid. 


This resulted in the receipt of the fol- 
lowing telegram from Father Kelley: 

“ The report that this society has taken 
transportation of priests and nuns from 
Vera Cruz out of the government's hands 
is untrue. We supposed that the govern- 
ment had refused on receipt of a cable 
from Vera Cruz asking. for $2,000 for this 
purpose. 

“We agreed to give the money, but we 
have no desire to prevent the government 
| from doing its duty and removing these 
refugees to a place of safety. If the gov- 
ernment fails in thie duty we shall act.” 
While Father Kelley’s references to the 
“duty " of the United States government 
with regard to the alien réfugees at Vera 
Cruz were not fully appreciated by offi- 
cials here, Secretary Garrison at once 
endeavored to set the matter straight.

Two thou- 
sand Carranza troops changed their alle- 
giance to Villa at Leon, the dispatches 
said, and garrisons all along the line are 
incorporating themselves in the Villa col- 
umns. 

Villa will reach Mexico City without dif- 
ficulty, American agents think. 

From Carranza sources, however, {t js 
stated that Villa will have to clash in a 
few days with the troops of Generals 
Obregon and Gonzales south of Irapuato 
and near (ueretaro. 


Carranza States His Case. 

Rafael Zubaran Capmany, Washington 
representative of Gen. Carranza. gave 
out the following telegram tonight re- 
ceived from Carranza, dated Cordoba.

them to the newly selected president. 

“If on the 30th of November the condi 
tions have not been complied with Car- 
ranza shall resume his character as first 
chief of the Constitutionalist army 

“To these propositiong contained in 
this statement Gens. Gonzales and Obre- 
gon answered from Mexico City that 
they had been accepted in fullat Aguas- 
calientes. 

“ Accordingly it is false, as the press 
of the United States reports, that I had 

been given twenty-four hours within 
which to surrender my office. 

** Gens. Obregon, Gonzales, and Aguilar 
firmly demand that the conditions stipu- 
lated by me shall be fulfilled, and, accord- 
ingly, there is no truth in the rumor of 
their defection.”

Mr. Lind was the principal speaker at the 
banquet of the Industrial club of Chicago’ 
at the Congress hotel. 

An énormously iucreased volume: of 
trade will be the first result of peace in 
Mexico, he asserted. In this connection 
he impressed upon his hearers the impor- 
tance of branch American banks to for- 
eign trade, and urged Chicago bankers to 


‘** With the passing of the old régime tn 
Mexico American, enterprise will have a 
fair field,” said Mr. Lind “For one 
thing, we will have to assist them in the 
rehabilitation of their railroads, which 
alone will require an immense amount of 
materials. I predict that Mexico will 
take iron and.steel products alone during 
the ensuing calendar year for more than 
$100,000,000. 


, Calls Time Opportune. 

“The prees is full of discussions Te- 
lating to the extension of our foreign 
trade, particularly through Latin Amer- 
ica. We are giad to see the business in- 
terests aroused on this subject. The time 
is certainly opportune. 

“If we would succeed we must lay the 
foundation for our enterprise as wisely 
and as broadly as did Germany when she 
embarked upon the conquest of the 
world's trade. She planned for that cam- 
paign as thoroughly as she did for her mil- 
itary conquest. Shehad all but succeeded 
when the war palsied her hand. 

‘Germany established banks or made 
adequate banking connections in prospec- 
tive trade centers. We have neglected 
this {in the past. Private banks have been 
established here and there by Americans. 
With few exceptions they have been of 
little service to our trade, and by the 
scandalous failure of some, such:as have 
occurred in Mexico, our business has been 
prejudiced and our good name be- 
smirched. | 
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How About Chicago? 

“The new banking act makes ample | 
provision for meeting this demand. It is | 
a pleasure to note that New York banks | 
already have taken steps to establish 
branches in South America. Why should 
not Chicago do likewise in Mexico? There 
should be a strong branch bank in Tam- 
pico. Manufacturers in different lines 
should codperate in establishing and 
maintaining our trade abroad. 

“The American manufacturers and 
merchants must learn to understand that 
a foreign market is always a ‘ buyer’s' 
‘market.’ They have been accustomed to 


so long that it is hard for them to learn 
that lesson,” 

Mr. Lind went into his subject, ‘‘ Mex- 
‘ico,” thoroughly, tracing the history of 
the country down to the recent revolu- 
| tions and showing how the geographical 


ulation all have a bearing on the knotty 
problem which both this country and 
Mexico have had to wrestle with in the 
last few years.

' TAX ABUSES AND REFORM. 

Mr. Roy West’s statement of what the strict en- 
forcement of our archaic hodge-podge of tax laws 
would mean is timely. State’s Attorney Hoyne’s in- 
quiry into the enforcement of these laws is, we be- 
lieve, explicitly .confined to the investigation of 
vicious method, of purchased evasions, of large of- 
fenses. He does not propose the impossible, an exact 
enforcement of the general property tax, which as 
far as it could be humanly carried out would work 
the harshest oppression on people of small means. 
At such a time as this such a project would be more 
stupidly cruel than at another time, and no one be- 
lieves Mr. Hoyne has any disposition to try it. 

But if men or corporations of large means are 
paying for tax evasion, Mr. Hoyne does well to at- 
tack such a demoralizing practice. If, on the other 
hand, he should try to make the Investigation serve 
political or personal grudges, he would find himself 
condemned. The trouble with the tax laws is not 
only that they are confiscatory and inequitable, as 
Mr. West shows, but that they invite abuse and ex- 
pose even well meant attempts at enforcement to 
suspicion. ene . 


It is to be hoped Mr. Hoyne will show his sincere }. 


interest in fair taxation by using his influence in 
favor of the resolution for a constitutional amend- 
ment and for sound tax reform in a new state or- 
ganic law. The need for this reform is imperative 
and makes one of the strongest reasons for constitu- 
_tional reform. We shall not get it if we cling to 
the piecemeal method of amendment. The only prac- 
tical hope is through the convention. 


ARMIES IN THE FIELD. 

The supplementary estimate providing for a sec 
om] million of men for the British forces just 
voted by parliament leaves no doubt as to the 
belief that the war is not soon to be ended. The 
number of men in the British contingent in Bel- 
gium and France is not even to be guessed at now, 
bat with 57,000 admitted loss and an origina] esti- 
mate of the expeditionary force of 175,000, even 
with the Indian and other garrison troops, it can 
hardly be more at this stage than 200,000. 

To talk of millions, therefore, and even to pre- 
pare for them indicates the conviction of the gov- 
ernment that a long and sanguinary struggle is 
virtually certain. | 

Another significant phase of the situation is the 
recent hints of conscription, though recruiting is 
said to have picked up lately, as might be expected 
in view of the energetic campaign to stimulate en- 
listment. , 

The English refer to our civil war to hearten them 
and a comparison might be suggestive on the sub- 
ject of levies. When the war broke out the gov- 
ernment had a handful of regular soldiers, 16,000, a 
few ot whose officers went over to the south. In 
April, 1861, the president called for 75,000 volun- 
teers. In May he called for 42,000, while the reg- 
ular army was increased by 22,000 and the navy by 
13,000. June passed without a call, but the full 
gravity of the rebellion had dawned upon Wash- 
ington and in July a call for half a million men 
was authorized by congress. 

Volunteering did not decrease to a point com- 
pelling conscription until 1863, and it was in the 
spring of that year, two years after the first call 
for volunteers, that a conscription law was passed 
by congress. 

The population of the United States was then 
81,000,000, less than that of the British isles now. 
_ During the war. 2,656,053 served in the northern 
armies and 1,100,000 in the southern, a total of 
three and three quarter millions from a population of 
thirty-one million. Will Great Britain do as well? 


VODKA. 
_ No German or Austrian cartoon of the Russias 
military is contemptuous enough unless it has in 
the foreground a bottle of vodka. The Little Father 
in his cushioned ease and the vedette in the swamps 
must have their sustaining swig of this colorless, 
ether smelling distillation which is virtually pure 
spirits. 

The cartoons are slanders. Russia, once drunken, 
is now sober. It has been turned abstemious by 
a beneficent exercise of absolute autocracy. Not 
since Mohammed had prohibition written into the 
Koran has one man made so large a territory and 
80 many people dry by a pronouncement of au- 
thority as has the czar by a word. 

Petrograd is the only capital in Christian civiliza- 
tion where alcohol is not sold. The state first re- 
nounced the huge revenue it received from the sale 
of intoxicants and then denounced the liquor traffic. 

Russian soldiers go to this war sober. That has 
been commented upon as significant. They did not 
go sober against the Japanese. The officers became 
intoxicated to get the high lights of life, the peasant 
soldiers to forget the tragedy of their lives. 

In the cold climates when frigidity makes mo- 
notony terrible, exaltation via intoxication is ir- 
resistibly attractive. A plodding, dull Russian with- 
out an interest in life which is not animal must turn 
to alcohol as to some divine source of higher happi- 
ness. Drunk, he is raised for a period out of the 
clay and made to feel that after all there might be 
a spark of divinity in his composition. — 
_ In the dreary villages of this sodden life the vodka 
‘shop was infinitely more attractive than even the 
American saloon in an.American slum. It offered 
a period of exhilaration which might make a life of

CHARITY AT HOME AND ELSEWHERE. 
Mayor Harrison is not wholly on the square in 
the statement in which he endeavors at once to con- 


other countries, but that is the advice which the 
mayor offers without accepting the responsibility of 
giving it bluntly. 

Charity begins at home, as the mayor intimates 
but it is poor charity that stays there. The Ameri- 
can people are doing for Burope, particularly for 
Belgium, only what they always have done for a na- 
tion in distress. They sent food to Russia when 
Russians were starving; they have relieved famines 
in India and famines in China. They offered money 
to Measina, just as they offered money to San Fran- 
cisco. 

Any time their impulses are not started and their 
sympathies are untouched by the great misfortunes 
of aliens it will be a bad day for the poor in the 
United States. 

Charity is not a reasoned, calculated policy in the 
majority of well to do American homes. The intent 
is latént, but we doubt that, the average American 
family budget contains a- determined item for char- 
ity. Giving goes by impulse, upon occasion or ap- 
peal. It is Tum Trrpunw’s experience that there is 
an iastant response when the need in a particular 
case ig stated. The impulse does not spend itself if 
the incentive be maintained, but rather grows in 
force. 

We are convinced that there will be more help 
given the poor we have with us as a result of giving 
to the alien sufferers than would have been given if 
Europe were at peace and Belgium a fat land of 
plenty. The appeal to sympathy is greater this year 
than ever, and sympathy is not a narrow blanket. 
Tue Trisunw’s experience justifies this confi- 
dence. It was retognized early that this winter 
might be one of unusual hardship at home. There- 
fore the Good Fellow organization, which had been 
devoted only to the Christmas season, was given a 
wider field. Good Fellows enlisted for the war and 
not for ninety days. Then it was realized that some- 
thing could be done for destitute children in Belgium,, 
where war has made many orphans, and an organ- 
ization was created to do it. 

There not only has been a remarkable response 
to the appeal for help for Belgian orphans, but since 
that appeal was made the subscriptions for the local 
work of the Good Fellows have. increased 35 per 
cent. One appeal has given the other strength; one 
movement has accelerated the other. 


If Americans were indifferent to such a fact as 
Belgium they’d never loosen a purse string to save. 
a native from dying of starvation in the gutter. | 
You can’t restrict the charitable impulse. You may 
enlarge it. Keep it at home and it dies. Let it out : 
and it does everything. Charity begins at home and | 
goes everywhere. 


A MISSED OPPORTUNITY. 

Mr. George Fred Williams, once minister to 
Greece and later an American Warwick among the 
Epirotes, has returned in what seems to be a dis- 
appointed mood. Mr. Williams almost solved the 
Albanian question when suddenly it was swallowed 
up by the great Eviropean interrogation. Why Mr. 
Williams did not enter the larger field we cannot 
imagine. 

Europe, in need of inspired management and in- 
trepid leddership, may consider regretfully the turn 
of chance which sent him to Greece instead of to 
Belgium. The Jeffersonian audacity with which he 
attacked the unfortunate William of Wied, Mpret 
of Albania, and defied the powers, was a mere 
token of the usefulness which might have been his 
had he been where Belgium appealed directly to his 
sympathies. 

We have confidence enough in Mr. Williams to 
believe that if he had been in Brussels at the right 
moment, the Germans, preferring not: to risk his 
anger, would have driven their attack against the 
French along the Toul to Verdun line and the Brit- 
ish would have ‘had No excuse to get into the fight. 
Even greater benefits might have resulted. There 
might have been no war. 

In the way of the angry war lords Mr. Williams 
would have stood like a traffic cop and before the 
calm majesty of his upraised hand contention would 
have become harmony.

Faces, as one sees them in the streets, are rare- 

ly vivid with any great emotion; and it is, after 
all, emotion that creates the finer beauties of ex- 
pression. There are certain emotions which can 
never find beautiful expression, others which act 
quite differently on different faces, and some few, 
perhaps, which must always bring out whatever 
charm there is tn any kind of fa€e. . Hate, when it 
is intense enough, can be magnificent in its ef- 
fects on the features, lifting them into a sudden | 
distinction; while every one, alas! has seen lovo 
(which should be, indeed, the one transfiguring 
emotion) come up into a face in so beggarly an 
aspect as to shame the loved ones with its 
homage.

Admittedly every militia man or reserve could 
not respond to an instant summons. A good per- 
centage of older men and married men in the 
state guards would mot be available for a cam- 
paign. But on the other hand the personnel of 
the state guards changes approximately every 
three years; that is to say, the 16,000 enlistments 
in New York state represent some 40,000 men 
who have received militia training within « 
decade. Therefore the gaps in the ranks could 
be more than filled with men of equal training. 
On this basis the 125,000 militiamen in the 
United States represent a possible 400,000 of

There 
is nothing about hookworm to crystal- 
lize a campaign.

It wae in vain that the Austrian author!- 
ties pointed out to the duke that hisrights 
had been annulled by the British act of 
settlement, which 200 years ago vested 
the British crown in the Protestant house 
of Hanover. 

The duke declined to admit the validity 
of the act’of settlement and insisted that 
Icngland’s, parliament had no right to 
deprive either his ancestors or himself 
of a throne which was theirs by right by 
legitimate inheritance. 

Inasmuch as the court and government 
of Austria had always championed the 
principles and doctrines upon which the 
old duke based his pretensions, they 
found themselves in somewhat of a 
quandary and were still endeavoring to 
smooth maters over with him when the 
Prince of Wales happened to hear of the 
issue which had been raised. 

He at once communicated with Lord 
Granville, then secretary of state for for- 
eign affairs, with the result that Sir An- 
drew Buchanan, the British ambassador, 
was directed to intimate to the Austro- 
Hungarian chancellor, Count Andraasy, 
that if the pretensions of the Duke of 
Modena to the English throne were even 
permitted to be mentioned at Vienna to 
the Prince of Wales, not only the prince’ 
but likewise he, the British ambassador, 
would leave the Austrian capital. 

Nothing more was heard of the Duke 
of Modena’s pretensions, at any rate at 
court, and few people are aware today 
that thé doctrines constituting the creed

EXTRAVAGANT. 

Chicago, Nov. 16.—[ Editor of The Trib- 
une.}]—Permit me to call the attention of 
the taxpayers of Chicago to the recom- 
mendation of the superintendent of pub- 
lic schools that the board of education 
instruct its architect to include in plans 
for new buildings a large room and walt- 
ing room for the accommodation of med- 
ical and dental inspectors and nurses. 
This room is to occupy the space of an 
ordinary schoolroom accommodating 
forty-five children and cost about $7,000; 
equipment to cost $1,500 per room addi- 
tional. The recommendation by the su- 
perintendent was made upon the request 
of Dr. George B. Young, commissioner of 
health of the city of Chicago. 
The timely objection of Mr. Joseph A. 
Holpuch, a member of the board, to tne 
adoption of the recommendation resulted 
in deferring action by the school man- 
agement committee until Nov. 19. Mr. 
Holpuch pointed out that the schools are 
for educational purposes and not to be 
used as hospitals. 
There are at present more than 12,000 
children in Chicago who are compelled 
to attend school and are housed in 266 
portable buildings, poorly heated, and 
many of them generally objectionable, 
Notwithstanding this condition the pro- 
posal is to make use of space necessary 
for school children to provide accommo- 
dations for a system of inspection that is 
not authorized by law. Superintendent 
of Public Instruction Francis W. Blair 
recently declared in an official opinion 
that “ pupils cannot be required to sub- 
mit to @ medical inspection ag a pre- 
requisite to their attending the public 
achools.”’

Trimming Effects. 


Lima Bean Soups. 


NE pound of dried Linia beans con- 

taine about two and a half cups 

of beans. The single pound costs 

this year 10 cents. When soaked 
. this pound of beans will yield 
seven or eight cups and they swell a 
Uittke more in cooking. 

If we take one-half of the pound, or 5 
cents’ worth, soak, and then cook in six 
cups of water, simmering, we will have 
&n ample amount of beans for eight or 
ten individual vegetablé dishes with larg- 
er servinge than we get at most public 
places. 


—~s_- 
Or, inétead of this we may fill two ster- 
ized pint cans with the boiling hot beans 
and seai them for future five minute prep- 
aration for the table and satill have 
enough left to serve three or four people, 
or, if sieved for soup. with which to serve 
two people or perhaps three. If we have 
some vegetable stock, especially the water 
in which celery has been cooked, we can 
thin this bean puree and make it go far- 
ther, or we can add meat stock for the 
Bame purpose, or milk. At any rate, a 
large tablespoon of cream to each sery- 
ing will finish this soup to perfection. 
The pint of canned beans can be heated 
up with a generous addition of butter 
for a vegetable, or it can be sieved and 
any one of the aforementioned additions 
can be made to it if a fine soup is wanted, 
a soup with a little cream fine enough for 
anybody at any time, palatable, nourish- 
ing, gratifying. 


—~—— 

The experiment with the 5 cents’ worth 
of beans has been carefully done, but the 
careless cook could not probably get this. 
amount of savory vegetable or soup be- 
cause she would be almost sure to let 
the water cook away. The addition of 
fresh water to beans dried in cooking is 
never a success. It is just like putting 
any, nutritious thing to swim in water, 
instead of blending the two elements. 
Since pea beans cost only half as much 
as Lima beane—they do not swell as much 


—for even less money we can put up 
canned beans or get bean soups or the 
vegetable dish. 

But Lima beans can be cooked so that 
ho one not expert in detecting favors 
could tell that the excellent thick soup 
they were eating was thickened with sift- 
ed beans. One way to make what seems 
very much like a cream soup without 
more than a tablespoon of reali cream— 
no milk—in it, is t6 cook the beans with 
more of carrot, or as follows: 

Lima Bean Cream Soup—6oak ea cup of 
dried Lime beans in three or four cupe 
of hot water for two hours, after picking 


over and washing them. Put to cook ip 
whatever weter they have not taken. up 
in the soaking, plus enough more to make 
at jeast five cups, and sim are safer. Add 
one ohion sliced, and three or four car- 
rots scraped and ‘eliced with some sprigs 
ot parsiey, if gou choose, or other vege: 
tableseasonings. Boil up, skim very care- 
fully, cover, and cook over the simmer 
burner for two hours, Put through a 
sieve; add «@ little butter if. you choose, 
heat up, and serve with or without the 
addition of cream, a tablespoon to each 
serving. Do not add salt until beans are 
nearly done.

The two terms were 
brought out in the examination and 
cross examination of the character wit- 
ness who testified in behalf of Weigle’s 
“reputation for morality.’’ 


Send Out for Cigars. 

The case went to the jury at 6:30. At 
10 o'clock the jurors sent out for cigars 
and instructions. It was said that they 
wanted to know whether “ uncorroborat- 
ed testimony was evidence.” Judge 
Newcomer sent them two additional in- 
structions over the telephone before dis- 
missing them for the night. 

Those waiting outside could hear 
pounds of the battle going on in the jury 
room. At times the jurors raised their 
voices and frequently were heard pound- 
ing the table with their fists, 


Weigle Makes Complete Denial. 

The trial closed after Weigle had taken 
the stand in his own defense and a num- 
ber of railroad officials, bankers, brokers, 
and retired merchants had offered their 
testimony in behalf of the defendant's 
reputation as a man of good moral char- 
acter and proper living. 

Weigle’s denial of all of the charges 
made against him by both Miss McKinney 
and Miss Laura Johnson, another de- 
partment store girl who claims to have 
been annoyed by the broker, was prompt 
and straightforward.

“The liquor interests of this town,” he 
said, “‘ cannot afford to ally theniselves 
with the social evil. Any man here or in 
the council would better have a care be- 
fore going on record as approving an 
alliance between the liquor trade and this 
illicit thing, for he is going down and out. 


Time to Read Riot Act. 

“TI am no fanatic, but the.handwriting 
is om the wall. The time has come to 
read the riot act. It isn’t the extremists, 
the long haired reformers, who are talk- 
ing this way. The city of Chicago is at 
war against. prostitution, and any busi- 
ness that exists only through legalization 
that lines up with the social evil signs its 
own death warrant. The war has been 
going on for five years, and it will be 
going on after you men have passed out 
of office.”

There is unnecessary duplication of 
salaries and positions. 

There is a total lack of correlation 
between the different state offices, 
both as to interests and physical loca- 
tion, : 
The compensation of the state offi- 
cers lacks uniformity on the basis of 
work done. 

The existing departments of the secre- 
tary of state and civil service commis- 
sion are the only ones which would not 
be affected under the proposed changes. 
The rapidly increasing number of special 


All of the proposed changes are fecom- 
mended to the imniediate consideration 
of the legislature for enactment into law, 
no constitutional changes being neces- 
sary. 

Text of Partial Report. 
The recommendations of the committee 
are in part as follows: 
‘‘In order to secure efficiency and econ- 
omy in the executive organizations, the 
committee proposes to apply to the state 
service, so far as can be done under the 
present state constitution, the general 
principles followed in the organization 
of its executive departments in the United 
States government. These principles 
are followed in the administration of 
all the important governments in the 
world and in large private business én- 
terprises. To secure this result will 
involve the reorganization and consol- 
idation of the more than 100 separate 
state offices, boards, and commissions 
into a limited number of executive de- 
partments, the chief authority in each 
department to be appointed by the gov- 
ernor with the advice and consent of the 
state senate and to be responsibie to the 
governor for the conduct of the depart- 
ment.”’ 


Organization Unsystematic. 
The present organizations of 139 dis- 
tinct administrative agencies enumer- 
ated in the report are for the most part 
controlled by the general assembly. Most 
of them are substantially independent of 
each other and as far aa the offices cre- 
ated by statute are concerned they are 
subject to no control except to the nom- 
inal supervision of the governor, accord- 
ing to the committee's report. 

“As a result of these conditions, the 
executive authorities of the state lack 
any semblance of systematic organiza- 


|} tion,” to quote from the report. 


Main Points Criticised. 
“The main points in the indictment of 
existing conditions may be briefly sum- 
marized: 
“There is unnecessary duplication of 
positions and salaries, not only in the 
chief offices of each separate bureau or 


board, but still more in their staffs of 


clerks and employés. 
“The work that is undertaken is not 


well done; and costs more for the results 


obtained than with a more efficient or- 


ganization. 


‘‘ The present arrangement fails to pro- 


‘vide the general assembly with adequate 


information or advice to perform its work 
wisely. 

“Under existing arrangements there 
are separate boards for each of the state 
penitentiaries and reformatory, for each 
of the state normal schools, and for the 
various agricultural interests; about a 
score of separate labor agencies inde- 


pendent of each other. 


Location of Offices Bad. 
“The lack of correlation between dif-

SPEEDWAY CODE 


Gers Must Make Eighty ies 
an Hour; Thirty-thres fi2- 
» chines Now Limit

Important changes have been maée f[n 
the rules governing the 500 mile race a 
Indianapolis on May 29, entry blanks fo 
which were issued yesterday. The most 
serious of these changes provide: 

First—All cars must show a minimum speed 
of eighty miles an hour, instead of 75 miles, 
for one complete circuit of the track. 

Second—The moter dimension limit of all 
cars entered must be 800 cubic inches or less, 
inetead \f 460 and less. 

Third—Thirty-three cars will be allowed te 
start, instead of thirty, as was the rule in 1918. 

Fourth—Speed trials wil) be held ten days 
before the race, instead of three days before, 

Fifth—Front axies must be changed two days 
before the race, o 

Sixth—No chain driven cars will be allowed 
to start unless the chains are adequately if 
not fully inclosed. 

Prizes for the race will remain at $50,000, to 
be split ten ways. The intermediate trophies, 
however, including the G. & J. trophy, the 
Remy cup and braseard, the Prest-o-Lite 
trophy, and the Wheeler & Schebler cup, will 
cot be withheld if the winner falile to go the 
entire distance of 500 miles as formerly, but 
will be awarded regardiess of their owner's 
status at the finish. This, it is thought, will 
speed up the race. 

Altogether the changes noted in the rules 
seem to be for the beet. Th lowering of piston 
displacement limit is an encouragement te 
build smalier motors, such as was carried by 
the three liter Peugeot which finished second 
last year. Increasing the number of starters 
to thirty-three gives the limit provided for in 
the American Automobile association rules.

BOSTON THRIVES 


Hub City Only Place in Com- 
monwealth in Which Game 
Is Prosperous, 


~~ 

Toston, Mass., Nov. 19.—[Special.]— 
Boxing in Boston is wholly a matter of 
local tolerance. In other cities of the 
state of Massachusetts where the police 
authorities do not interfere it is allowed 
to exist. The popularity of boxing in this 
city is attested by the fact that the clubs 
draw enough people at the gate to en- 


courage them to continue giving shows. 


There is no law which legalizes the 
sport, but it is permitted, because there 
exist in Boston two or three fairly rep"- 
table clubs which stage contests. The 
Boston Athletic association, which hoids 
the national amateur boxing champlion- 
ships in Mechanics building, the largest 
hall in the Hub city, is never interfered 
with,.and these contests are well patron- 
ized 


Other Cities Unsuccessful. 

The promoters in other cities make an 
effort to pattern after the promoters of 
Boston, but in some cases they find that 
this cannot succeed. The club and as- 
sessment system which is tolerated in 
some places in the sale of tickets for the 
bouts is quickly stopped in other towns. 
In any city where the police have made an 
effort to stamp out the sport it has been 
done in short order. 

In Boston, where the Atlas A. C. oper- 
ates, the boxers have been convicted on 
charges of assault and battery, but the 
club céntinues, showing that there is no 
set rules governing the sport. Boxing, 
however, has been hampered mostly by 
the “ fly by night *’ clubs in various parts 
of the state which have held contests 
resulting in court cases on chargee of as- 
sault and battery. 


Twelve Rounds to Decision. 

The bouts in this city are limited to 
twelve rounds, decisions being given by 
the referees. In other parts of the state 
the clubs hold contests Hmited to six and 
eight rounds with decisions. 

It can truthfully be said that boxing in 
Boston is well conducted, better, in fact, 


than one might expect when {t ie considered 
that it is mot legalized. The Hub {ane want 
high class talent and will not patronize shows

New Yorker Outpolnts. Light- 
welght Champion in Ten

Buffalo, N. Y., Nov. 19.—[Speciel.]—In 
the finest bit of boxing seen in Buffalo 
in many a day Jimmy Duffy, western 
New York champion, tonight decisively 
outpointed Freddie Welsh, world’s cham- 
pion lightweight.

Welsh Uses His Left. 

In the last five rounds, Welsh depend- 
ing greatly on his left and his defensive 
boxing, kept driving into Duffy with a left 
lead and an attempt at ineide boxing, in which 
he shone, but the counter attack of Jimmy 
and his glancing right uppercuts played havoc 
with Freddie at times. 

Welsh’s jabs found frequent lodgement on 
Duffy’s face and head, cut his right ear, draw- 
ing first blood and marking up his nose and 
mouth, which also trickied crimson.
